Palestine conference to be held here 


tomorrow. were made ‘public tcnight 
by Dr. Stephen S. Wise, conference 
chairman. 

“I am watching Palestinian develop- 
ments with great interest and feel per- 
suaded that the Jews are performing 
a great work of civilization and re- 
habilitation. a work which I am glad 
to see the Jews of America advancing 
sO generously,” Lord Balfour wrote. 

hose interested in the Zionist 
movement already owe an immense 
debt of gratitude to Zionists in the 
United: States.” Mr. Macdonald said, 
“and I earnestly hope that this new 
effort to raise $5,000,000 which will 
be launched at your conference will be 
crowned with all the success it de- 
serves. 

Sir Alfred Mond. member of the 
Lloyd George cabinet. and a leading 
English Zionist, cabled Dr. Wise that 
every dollar invested in Palestine to- 
day would be worth more than tén 
dollars ten years from now in his 
opinion. 

Fifteen hundred delegates from all 
parts of the United States were ar- 
riving tonight for the conference, in 
which they will formulate a program 
of increased colonization for Palestine 
in view of the expected immigration 
of 60,000 Jews this year, and to 
launch the $15,000,000 united Pales- 
tin® appeal. 


JUDGE BRANDS PLAN 
AS SOVIET PROJECT. 

Houston, Texas, November 28.—(P) 
The plan to raise $15,000,000 in the 
United States for removing Jews in 
Russia from the cities to farms is a 
soviet project, according to Harry J. 
Dannenbaum, of Houston, former 
judge of the district court. 

“TL am in possession of documentary 
evidence,” he said, in a statement to- 
day, “that the Russian project eman- 
ates from the soviet government and 
is supported by American banking in- 
terests of German origin. As a relief 
mensure that project is puerile and 
will cripple the settlement of Jews in 
Palestine.” 

Judge Dannenbaum was in charge 
of the New York city campaign of 
1921-22 for raising the Palestine col- 
onization fund: ‘He also was chair- 
man of the Cleveland, O., Zionist con- 
vention in 1922.

satisfied to rest with generalities. 
_ May. Bring Charges. 

They feel that if he is pressed. far 
enough, he will bring charges against 
individuals that may end in_ libel 
suits in the state courts.

quor laws of any citizen of Texas “who 
lias an income of more .than $5,000, 
the gentle “‘Ma’’ wasted no words 
in declaring that the “enforcement of 
liquor Jaws in Texas has become the 
enforcement of the law against the 
poor and for the rich.” 
Challenges Methodists. 

She challenged the Methodists of 
the state to “get out and clean up 
the liquor joints,” saying that there 
would not then be any call to issue 
sO many pardons. 

At their state convention recently, 
the Methodists passed resolutions con- 
demning the Ferguson pardon record. 

Here are some of “Ma’s’’ comments 
on the liquor situation, which have 
descended like so many bombshells in 
this state, which has been hailed by 
the. drys as a stronghold. 

Hits at Rich Drinkers. 

“If a big newspaper ublisher in a 
north Texas city can dispense pints 
of liquor by the ‘dozen, and under the 
influence of liquor display himself in 
a public place just because he claims 
he has.a million dollars, and goes scot 
free, while the pooy and unfortunate 
in the same city are daily sent to the 
penitentiary for having in their pos 
session only a thin pint; if a promi- 
nent ex- -official and another million- 
aire in 2 big south Texas city can buy 
all the liquor he wants and transport 
it to his residence in violation of the 
law, just because he has a big news- 
paper and never be questioned by any 
officer, much less indicted in the courts 
of our state, while scores of poor peo- 
ple are being sent to the penitentiary 
from the same city for making a little 
home brew; if a prominent district 
judge in a central Texas city can try 
bootleggers and send them to the peni- 
tentiary and at the same time drink 
bootleg liquor; jf wealthy business 
men can fill their lockers full of liquor 
and boast in company about how much 
they have and the brand they have 
and not be molested, while the peni- 
tentiary is being filled with poor devils, 
who have neither friends nor monéy, 
who have been found guilty making a 
little liquor for home consumption, 
then, indeed, when all these things 
happen, justice becomes a mockery 
and the law becomes a stench in the 
nostrils of all law-abiding peoples. 

“If the rich of this eountry were 
not patronizing so matay bootleggers 
and aiding and abetting them te vio- 
late the law, the bootleggers would 
have to go out of business,” she said. 
If those who are so prone to criti- 
cise’ my administration for lack of 
enforcement of the liquor laws are 
sincere in their charge, I now tender 
them an opportunity to join me in 
the arrest and detection of those who 
are the most to blame for violating 
the liquor laws.”

As a result all south Geor- 
gia crops “hit” this year and an un- 
usual yield was harvested. 


The sweet po’:to crop in Georgia 
this year on accoun: of the drouth 
was cut from a normal 11,000,000- 
bushel crop to 6,000,000 bushels, How- 
ever, a good price is being paid tie 
sweet potato grower this year, and 
the crop has netted a profit. Toombs 
county alone reported the sale of 80 
cars of sweet potatoes this season. 


The pepper crop, which amounts to 
several million dollars each year, 
grown in the Griffin-Jackson section, 
was hard hit due to the drouth, but 
a fair crop is reported with the grow- 
ers undaunted. 

The apple crop of north Georgia 
was perhaps the hardest hit of the 
larger crops of the state by the 
drouth. Having gained a place in the 
commercial world by the expert grad- 
ing and cooperative marketing system, 
the apple growers were “all set” for a 
in 1925, but the dry 
weather materially cut the yield. 


Large Pecan Crop. 


Other crops in Georgia with large 
yield this year include pecans, peanuts 
and sugar cane. There are 70,000 
acres planted in pecans in the Albany 
section, 1,000,000 trees, and this year’s 
crop is abundant, Georgia ‘is expect- 
ed to produce approximately 2, 500,000 
gallons of syrup this year, which is 
selling for approximately 60 cents a 
gallon. The peanut crop, cut some- 
‘what on account of tobaceo being 
grown instead this year, also had a 
fair yield throughout south Georgia. 


Other crops not classed as com- 
mercial crops, such as corn, oats, hay 
and rye, used for feed by the Geor- 
gia farmers, also had a large yield in 
sguth Georgia. Georgia normally pro- 
duces about 50,000,000 bushels of corn 
annually. ‘The success of the south 
Georgia corn crop this year is shown 
by the fact that many counties in 
that section are selling corn for the 
first time, it being shipped in car 
lots to markets. 


Included in the estimate of $3,500,- 
for “greund” products is included 

all mineral and quarrying products. 
Included in the industries of Geor- 
gia is the fishing industry, which 
takes in fishing, oysters and shrimp,

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The fishing industry has recently 
been reorganized and put on a stable 
basis and according to the state game 
commissioner, bids fair «to become a 
more important industry along the 
Georgia coast.

“Although handi- 
capped by the drouth,” says Mr. Mc- 
Grath, the Georgia manufacturer kept 
his plants running and his labor em- 
ployed. Georgia has bénefited by the 
Florida trade and much of the fin- | 
ished product bound for or- 
ida yfoints is now tied up by the em- 
bargo, but this is expected to be mov- 
ed soon, 

Magnet for Plants. 

“Georgia continues to be a maghet 
for manufacturers as shown by the 
new plants erected over the state. At 
Clinchfield, near Macon, a huge ce- 
ment plant is being operated that em- 
ploys several hundred persons; the 
American Tobacco company at Tifton 
has erected a plant that covers two 
and one-half acres, and employes 900 
persons, and is considering dloubling 
its plant; the Tifton cotton mills also 
plan expansion; the Ribb Manufac- 
turing company plans a large mill at 
Macon: the American Thread comms- 
ny at Dalton this year opened a $5,-; 
000,000 plant; the Shannon mill near 
Rome is being built at a cost of sev- 
eral million dollars, an entirely new 
textile mill for the state that will 

uploy local labor; Highland mills at 
Griffin has extended as has the Riv- 
erside Manufacturing company at 
Moultrie, and the Fulton Bag com- 
pany at Atlanta, and a new plant is 
to be built by the Norris Candy com- 
pany in Atlanta.

Only $264,000 Needed To 
Complete Quota for 1926 
Will Be Raised This 
Week. 


500 VOLUNTEERS TO 
CANVASS GIVERS 


All Agencies in City Join 
Hands on Eve of Last- 
Hour Appeal for Funds 
For Poor and Needy. 


With only $264,000 needed to 
round out the Community Chest fund 
of $666,000 for 1926, a one-week gen- 
eral campaign to raise the money wi] 
get under way Monday with approx- 
imately 500 yolunteer solicitors in the 
field. 

While activities of the canvassers 
will be largely confined to the down- 
town district, there remain more than 
20,000 who subscribed to the Chest 
last year who have not been called 
nyon yet this year and a strong ef- 
fort will be made to see all of these 
prospects and give them’an oppor- 
tunity to subscribe at least as mueb 
as they gave last year. 

Each of the majors in charge of the 
four territories into which the city 
has been divided for the week’s work 
will have. about ten teams under his 
supervision, and these teams will have 
an a®erage of ten men each. These 
are composed of bankers, insurance 
men, lawyers, drygoods men, clothing 
men, members from the civie and 
luncheon clubs and groups from a 
dozen or more of the men’s Bible 
classes of the city.

Big Gifts Needed. 

That the big givers to the Commu- 
nity Chest have realized the necessity 
of larger subscriptions this year to 
meet the increased demands on the 
various charitable and social agencies 
composing the chest has been evi- 
denced by the size of the gifts made 
through the “big -.gifts’’..committee, 
Chest officials stated Saturday.

PINCHOT SUBMITS 
PLAN TO SETTLE 
POAL MINE STRIKE 


Agreement Provides for 
Immediate Termination 
of Present Suspension 
and Resumption of Work 


‘Harrisburg, Pa., November 23.—(#) 
Governor Pinchot today submitted to 
leaders of the United Mine Workers, 
gathered here at his request, an 11 
point plan for a new wage agreement, 
including the provision for immediate 
terminatiom of the rresent suspension 
and resumption of mining operations. 

The plan outlined by the governor 
proposes a five-year contract, cre- 
ation of a joint board of investigation 
and award to study the industry and 
determine whether increased wages 
can be granted without -increased 
prices; a modified form of check-off 
without actual full’ recognition of the 
union, equalization of wages by the 
board of conciliation established under 
the Roosevelt settlement of 1903 anx. 
maintenance of 1925 coal price sched- 
ules. 

Conditions of Settlement. 

The governor set forth three cyndi- 
tions for any settlement, the first of 
which, he said, “should be every prac- 
ticable assurance to the public that 
the prite of anthracite will not be 
raised by ‘the operators.” 

The second condition, the governor 
declared, should be that another in- 
terruption of supply, lile the present, 
will not soon take -place, and the 
third should be “that an honest effort 
will be made to prevent another in- 
terruption of supply from ever taking 
place.”

IN N. Y. 


New York, November 28.—A dras- 
tie change in the method of awarding 
decisions in boxing contests in this 


state has been adopted by the boxnig 


commission. 
Hereafter, the boxer winning. the 


most rounds will be awarded the deci- 
sion. Heretofore, judges and referee 
kept a point tally, as is done in Eng- 
land, 

The latter method led to many dis- 
putes and disagreements between offi- 
cials on the one hand and experts 
and the public on the other. It was 
to avoid such difficulties that the box- 
ing commission adopted the amend- 
ment to its rules.

The result is print- 
ed with this attempt to give particu- 
lar reason for the selection of each 
man. i

Large Territory Covered. 


Alabama, conference champions, 
comes through with two men, one line- 
man and one back.

These are the only two schools in 
the conference that rate more than 
one man, in our opinion, which has 
been supplemented by the opinions 
of men who have seen conference 
teams that have not passed within our 
range during the race for the Champ 
Pickens trophy. The schools repre- 
sented in the line, outside of Tech and 
Alabama, are Georgia, Vanderbilt, 
Tennessee and Auburn, while Tulane 
and Florida are the other two schools | 
that bear representation in the back- 
field of this choice crowd.

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Farmers Urged To Purchase

Comfortable country homes signify 
better crops and livestock farming. A 


home, which has been made comfort- 
able to the extent of one’s means, is 
correspondingly attractive outside. 
The two factors have a vast deal to 
do with contentment and success on 
the farm to which the owner looks 
for support and a competency. 

Ownership is a power in itself. 
is strangely true that only one-third 
of the people in Georgia and.in the 
entire country own homes. A rented 
home is, at best, transitory. It is not 
a home; it is nothing more than a 
lace of sojourn. One has no love 
or it. One will not plant a primrose, 
much less a fruit tree, on rented land 
attached to the place of occupancy. 
No place of mere sojourn, no matter 
how gorgeous the appointments in- 
side, may be even approximately en- 
titled to the always surviving phrase 
—‘‘Be it ever so humble, there is no 
place like home.” S 

In my boyhood, I visited owned 
country homes—many of them_un- 
pretentious, yet very inviting. There 
was a charm in each and all the fac- 
tors that gave life, beauty and energy 
to the home. 

Ofttimes, I have _ interchanged 
views with nonowners of homes in 
the country sparse and in the city 
full. The reply made to the ques- 
tion—why do you’not own a home?— 
was, for the reason that taxes and 
insurance are more burdensome than 
rent. I have never been able to see 
that. Just the reverse of the sug- 
gestion is true. 

Under a law of nature, there is a 
‘large. body of clever and progressive 
people who are nomads—in a sense; 
at one point today, at another point 
tomorrow. I recall a man and his 
wife, who located in Augusta, Ga., a 
few years ago. They bought a fine 
business place and a small farm on 
which they spent nights and Sun- 
days, They conducted an admirably 
stocked dry goods store; they literally 
transformed the scrub farm. Em- 
ployment was given to a number of 
young women and men in the store; 
each employee was paid compensation 
due at the close ef each day. Of 
eourse, they conducted a strictly cash 
business. The husband supervised the 
business, the wife sat at the cash reg- 
ister. 

One morning, after a lapse of six 
months from the date the couple lo- 
cated in the city, I noticed that the 
front of the fine structure, in which 
they were doing a flourishing busi- 
ness, was literally plastered with ad- 
vertisements which announced a clos- 
ing out sale. I dropped into the store,

to the true inwardness of the adver- 
tisements. 

He laughingly replied: “Wife and 
myself are greatly pleased with Au- 
gusta and her people. Our store has 
been liberally patronized, but the 
“move on” spirit or influence séized 
us; we determined to close out, and 
go to California. I have sold at a 
fair profit this business property and 
the little farm which I purchased 
upon locating here a few months ago.”

The question of better appointed— 


more comfortable country homes car- 


ries with it a problem not as easily 
solved as one may think. It is a 
many-sided proposition. If I had 
financial leisure, I would. instantly 
address myself to a revival and a 
thorough organization of the farmers 
alliance, Through that agency, there 
could be brought about a complete 
change in many country homes—im- 
proving and brightening all of them. 


In doing that most devoutly hoped | 


for work, farmers would be again 


brought out of themselves and rid of 
The development of 


their worries. 
community interest throughout the 
rural districts would follow as a mat- 
ter of course. A’ revived farmers. al- 
liance such as I have in mind would 
not be political. It would be a home- 
builder, a beautifier ‘of ‘homes. 
brotherhood for progress along right 
lines. 

I have read a great many sugges- 
tions about the betterment of rural 
homes, but all of them too academic 
and doctrinaire; therefore impossible 
of realization. 

It will be seen that the object of 
this article is to bring the subject in 
hand to the attention of the people. 
That will prompt thoughtful consid- 
eration of this exceedingly important 
subject. '

New York, November 28.—With 
only one more month of 1925 remain- 


‘ing, Wall street has its mind on 1926. 


There is no question but that the 


country is going to experience a large 
holiday business with the winter as 
a whole showing the most satisfactory 
trade ih many a long year. There is 
no uneertainty as to the sources. of 
buying that will make the holiday and 
winter trade unsatisfactory. 

So far this year hand-to-mouth buy- 
ing has been the most striking char- 
acteristic of general trade. In recent 
weeks there has been a remarkable 
return of confidence in general trade 
with a decided increase in forward 
buying. The »asis of this increased 
confidence resulting in incre: sed for- 
ward buying has been the growing 
certainty as to the sources of sus- 
tained demand. There is now no 
longer any doubt but that the agricul+ 
tural sections of the country are go- 
ing to do more buying this Christmas 
and winter than in years. It is equal- 
ly certain that there is going to be a 
large demand for goods this Christ- 
mas and winter from industrial sec- 
tions of the country where labor is 
fully employed at high wages. This 
combined agricultural: and industrial 
center buying now in sight was at the 
bottom of the prediction recently made 
by Chairman Gary of the United 
States Steel corporation that the coun- 
try was on the eve of a period of 
great prosperity. 

s far as the steel industry was 
concerned, Gary. predicted that within 
the next few months the manufactur- 
ers of steel would be turning away 
orders. 
creased buying in sight from indi- 
viduals in the agricultural and indus-

business than moving would put such 
a strain on the railroads and indus- 
trial companies that there would be 
much corporation buying for the pur- 
pose of making necessary replacements. 
This year’s profits for corporations as 
well as those of farmers and labor in 
general have been unexpectedly high 
and hence corporations like farmers 
and working people in general feel that 
they can afford to spend more money. 
Conservative bankers in this part of. 
the country do not hesitate to tell 
their clients that increased production 
is warranted ‘where it is based on in- 
creased demand from agricultural and 
industrial sections during the winter 
and early spring months. Conservative 
Wall street bankers however, are ‘not 
going beyond early spring in their eal- 
culations, It is felt here that what is 
going to happen after next spring in 
the building trade is more or less an 
open question and that the trend of 
general trade will be greatly influenced 
by what does happen in the building 
industry. 

It is a matter of common knowl- 
edge among bankers and business men 
that this country escaped the post-war 
trade reaction which Sad been experi- 
enced throughout Europe largely be- 
cause after the war ended, it had the 
money to go ahead with making up 
the shortage in building which had 
been growing since 1914. There is a 
feeling here that the end of 1925 may 
see the end of this shortage. 

Building to.meet the ordinary an- 
nual increase in population and or- 
dinary replacements reaches a very 
large figure in this country. But 
building in the past few years to meet 
the post-war shortage has been great- 
ly in excess of this normal annual de- 
mand. If the shortage which began 
to be created in 1914 has been made 
up bankers here in close touch with 
this situation estimate that the 1926 | 
building figures will show a reduction 
compared with those for 1925 of no 
less than 25 per cent. Bankers here 
are keeping a close watch on two fac- 
tors in the building trade,’ first re- 
ports from all parts of the country on 
empty space and rent concessions and 
next on the volume of municipal loans 
being offered. ‘The enormous gains in 
buildings in the past few years have 
been made possible partly by the greaf 
increase in the offerings of municipal 
bonds. In recent months the trend of 
these municipal bonds offerings has 
been downward indicating that the 
post-war building programs of coun- 
ties, towns, cities and states is reach- 
ing its end. Reports also show that 
the amount of empty space and rent 
concessions in some parts of the 
country are increasing, 

Wall street bankers ar: telling their 
clients here and elsewhere that there 
is no better way of getting a line on 
whether or not any given district has 
made up its post-war building short- 
age than by the existence or non- 
existence of “to let” signs. Reports 


.| show that in some parts of the country 


thefe are already many of such signs, 
whereas elsewhere houses built on 
speculation show “sold” signs before 
completion. 

Bankers here feel that the outcome 
of the fresh demands for higher wages 
by labor in the building industry in 
this part of the country will throw 
much light on what may be expected 
from the building trade in 1926. If 
wages are again increased without 
much of a fight the conclusion will 
be reached that the peak of -the post- 


war demand has not been reached. If 


a long-drawn-out deadlock occurs, such. 
as now exists in the anthracite indus- 
try, it will mean that the fever is out 
of the building trades. If further 
wage increases are flatly refused with 
a threat of a shut-down and this threat 
is carried out, the handwriting on the 
wall’ will be plain. 

As for the stock market, Wall 
street does not believe that the great 
bull, market which started in the 
spri of last year on easy money 
will be over until in one way or ang 
other there has been a great reduc- 
tion in the available supply of money, 
This reduction might come through 
continued improvement in general 
trade. It might come through fur- 
ther foreign loans, it may é¢ome 
through a combination of improved 
general trade, further foreign loans 
plus increased speculation in stocks 
and real estate. 

After a break in prices such as 
has occurred this month, the natu- 
ral course for the stock market to 
take is in the direction of temporary 
inactivity. If the stock market should 
become active in the immediate fu- 
ture. the feeling here is that it will

In that part of hc. address re- 
lating to the cultivation of a -keener 
civic eonscience, Miss Anna Adams 
Gordon, world and honorary nation- 
al president of the Woman’s Christian 
Temperance union, said: “Are the 
wets gaining additional wet territory, 
or arethe drys gaining additional dry 
ground, is a pivotal question for the 
united temperance forces, To an- 
swer it, facts on both sides should be 
earefully surveyed, We must be sure 
they are facts. We here submit facts 
which we believe justify the 18th 
amendment. They are facts support- 
ed by a dry backbone rather than 
fancies wabbling on a wet wishbone: 

“]. Health, One of the United 
States health department diagnosti- 
cians, Dr. Haven Emerson, of Co- 
lumbia university, New York, believes 
that ‘nothing in this country has so 
directly improved health, particularly 
among women and children, and con- 
tributed to the reduction of prevent- 
able deaths as has the interference 
with the legalized commercial produc- 
tion and distribution of all aleoholic 
beveragesf . 

“A lowered blood pressure for the 
nation is the result of lesseped in- 
‘dulgence in alcoholic stimulants. J'o- 
day, the nation’s temperature is much 
nearer normal. Over a period of 
three years following prohibition, mor- 
tality rates have been lowered one 
million. 

“2. Education. School attendance 
has made a record increase because 
thousands of children and youth are 
attending school who, under license, 
were forced to support drinking par- 
ents. It is evident that in proportion 
as our nation ‘shoos’ sway tl. booze, 
it shoes the children. 

Business Prosperity. 

“3. Business prosperity. With no 
revenue from the liquor traffic our 
country has made good financially. 
Savings banks deposits have greatly 
increased, investments of small wage- 
earners have grown by lecsps and 
bounds. Other factors, to some ex- 
tent, enter into the increased wealth 
of America but prohibition should 
have major credit. Billions of dol- 
lars formerly wasted in drink, today 
ndd red blood corpuscles to the circu- 
lation on which business thrives, 

“4. Happy homes and _ protected 
children. Former saloon sections of 
our large cities evidenee the greater 
possibility of loyal citizens tomorrow, 
and well clothed, well fed, laughing 
children today. This we consider the 
best dry fact of all. 

“Yes, five-year-old federal prohibi- 
tion has strengthened the moral, physi- 
cal, financial and spiritual fiber of 
our nation. Though the figures of 
big-salaried publicity experts of the 
Association Against the Prohibition 
Amendment were piled high in contra- 
vention, this statement cvannot be suc- 
cessfully contradicted. Who’s ahead? 
Thank God—the dry forces!” 

Better Homes for Children. 

The chief aim of the Woman's 
Christian Temperance ‘union is the 
protection of the home, training the 
young in reverence for law in the 
home, teaching total abstinence that 
the national prohibition law may be 
enforced with its beneficent effects 
upon the homes and child-life of our 
nation.

Month by month and year 
by year did this~ entire dependence 
become more of a reality until at last 
when he felt called to open China's 
vast mission field. it was done in al- 
most apostolic way, “without purse 
or scrip.” 

Another vitalizing influence in his 
desire to “go into the world and 
preach the gospel” was the opening of 
his mind to receive the “blessed hope” 
of his Lord’s return to establish His 
kingdom. He gave implicit obedience 
to the divine command, “I say unto 
you, wr’ ch!” 

Long did he labor to establish the 
China Faland mission, one of the great- 
est ventures of faith ever attempted 
by a laborer in the Master’s yine- 
yard. 

Such a legacy from such a father 
is that possessed by Rev. Howard 
Taylor, whose coming to Atlanta in 
December will be an event of extra- 
ordinary moment.

Tribute to Pioneer 


i In Atlanta Music |

Life in any modern city is so com- 
plicated, and things happen so fast, 
that the most any of us can do is 
keep abreast of the procession of 
events. 

How little chance, then, has the 
record of the past, however it is bound 
up in making the present possible, to 
catch and hold the interest. Ap 

How hard it is, when personalities 
are so popularly measured by the 
amount of publicity they can com- 
mand, to project an arresting picture 
of that other kind of personality, 
which establishes its-influence by the 
building of ideals—necessarily a slow 
process—rather than by _ get-rich- 
quick schemes. . 


Atlanta has an art life now which 
is active and-growing. She would not 
care to have it called a mushroom 
growth. ‘Therefore she must be will- 
ing to pause sometimes to recognize 
the importance of her own _ back- 
ground, 

And yet—it takes death itself to 
provide an opportunity which the 


great mass of the people will not call 
mere empty sentiment, for the exploi- 
tation of that art-for-art’s-sake prin- 
ciple which must form the foundation 
of any genuine and permanent growth 
of a community’s art life. 

It was this principle—second only 
to her religion in the devotion it 
commanded from her—which was the 
basis for the important service given 
her community by an Atlanta woman, 
obscure now for many years, but 
once prominent in her profession, who 
died November 27—Mrs. Mary Mad- 
en. 


A member of one of the families 
which were pioneers in Atlanta’s up- 
building—she was Mary Doonan— 


Mrs. Madden was a leader in the es- | 


tablishment of an early musical life, 
the records of which would surprise 
the present generation by its ambi- 
tious program, as would the musical 
education and taste of Atlanta people 
of that time, as implied in their pro- 
gram. 

Mrs. Madden’s convent education in 
Academy of Sisters of Mercy, Charles- 
ton, S. C.,. was further developed by 
several years’ study in Boston, and 
acquirement there of the best of Euro- 
pean standards and_ traditions—for 
the best then had to be imported—as 
they were exemplified in the work of 
men like Henschel and Gericke. 

Bringing these standards and tra- 
ditions back to what was, in her 
early days of teaching in Atlanta, a 
crude little country town, she must 
have had uphill work to create an ap-: 


preciation for what she had to give | 


the student. Although at the same 
time there was a cultured element of 
the people, which had to make its own 
cultural development or have none, 
so that musical societies and per- 
formances of the classics were 
achieved, which were the first flower- 
ing, after the war between the states, 
of Atlanta's courage in the search for 
beauty. 


Mrs. Madden was for 
organist and choir director at the 
Church of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion, and it was due to her that when 
no other high class ‘music was at- 
tempted in Atlanta, the most inspired 
music of all times—the religious com- 
positions of the immortals among 
composers—formed the musical part 
of the services there while she was in 
charge. 

She had, too, that versatility—ex- 
cellence as a teacher both of voice 
and piano or organ—which is rare 
but not illogical, ‘since it involves only 
a broader and additional, but not dif-

|Cooperative Apartment » 
Growing in Popularity 


BY PAUL JONES. 

Methods of forming corporations 
for the establishment of cooperative 
apartments vary in different states 
and localities, but the most popular 
form seems to be the organization of 
a company—a corporation comprising 
a number of stockholders who, in addi- 
tion to being shareholders in the com- 
pany, become tenants of the _ build- 
ing. In. other words, they are rent- 
ing a “slice of air’ from themselves, 
according to the novel description of 
the new multiple unit dwelliag as 
given by a nationally-known writer. 

The corporation, as most recently 
organized, has no property or assets 
other than the apartment building. 
It is formed for the sole purpose of 
owning the building and is Jimited, as 
exlained in these colunras last Sun- 
day, in its charter, to the owner- 
ship and operation of that particular 
structure. If the corporation is not 
sv limited, an expert points out, it 
should be, ‘if for no other reason, than 
to prevent possible speculation with 
the funds that are expected to accu- 
mulate through opcration of the apart- 
went building. 

In Illinois, where the statutes for- 
bil nuy corporation owning any real 
extnte beyond its own busiaess “build- 

ss, the law enforces the strict lim- 
iration just indieated, according to 
& megazine writer. 

“To the End of the World.” 

The individual tenant-owner’s share 
in proportion to the total share-cap- 
ital of the corporation is in exactly 
the relation that the rental value of 
his apertment. bears to the total ren- 
This com- 
rutation is made by experts. The 
lease of the .tenant-owner runs to 
himself and to his heirs and_assigns 
for a term, which in New York is 
usually 99 years, with a provision for 
anu indefinite number of renewals for 
the same term. Ia Washington the 
life of the corporation is limited to 
&() vears and a shorter lease is neces- 
sary, but means have been found to 
insure perpetuity. In California, Ili- 
rois and elsewhere, the term of the 
lease is often stated as “forever,” 
nnd sometimes until the “end of the 
world.” 

The particular “slice of air’ to 
whieh the lease gives possession, can- 
not be reated to anybody except for 
the benefit of the owner of the block 
of stock issued to the original lessee. 
Ownership of the stock, it is stated,

does not carry the right to demand a 
lease should the original owner sell 
his stock. The new owner must pass 
the same scrutiny as did the original 
buyer and if he does not qualify he 
may provide a,tenant who does, or 
the corporation will wadertake to find 
a tenant-owner who can qualify for 
him. <A contract is entered into by 
the original buyer not to sell his 
stock, to transfer his lease or sub-let 
his apartment without the permission 
of the corporation, both as to the 
act of selling or sub-leasing, and to 
the individual, The purchaser further | 
biads himself to pay in monthly in-’ 
stallments whatever his share may 
be, of the cost of maintaining and 
running the apartments. That share 
is proportioned, just as is his stock 
in ratio to the toal cost and the opera- 
tion of the house. 
Annual Charges. 

The cooperative maintenance and 
operation charges with reference to 
the individual tenant-owner, bears a 
definite relation to the total mainte- 
na’‘ace and operation charges of the 
entire structure. Many of these build- 
ings operate at a cost of from 8 to 
10 per cent. Few are believed to run 
above 12 per cent. The range is be- 
tween these percentages. 

The cost of maintenance and opera- 
tion, of course, depends upon the orig- 
inal investment with its, interest 
charges, the manner in which the 
apartment is operdted and the type of 
service maintained. 

Further articles will give more de- 
tailed information as to the financing, 
operation and maintenance of coopera- 
tive apartmeats. The idea has taken 
hold of Atlanta, according to real es- 
tate men, and queries coming to the 
editor of the Real Estate Review con- 
firm the fact the people in this city 
are interested in this new type of 
multiple unit dwelling. 

Many millions of dollars are being 
spent in New York, Chicago, Wash- 
ington, Los Angeles, Detroit, St. Paul, 
Minneapolis, Birmingham and other 
cities upon the erection of coopera- 
tive apartments. The idea has taken 
a firm hold upon the people, not only 
because of the economical manner in 
which this type of dwelling may be 
operated and maisatained, but also be- 
cause of; many other advantageous 
features.

Greatest Month 
In Real Estate 


National real estate market activity 
for October reached the highest point 
made for that moath during the past 
ten years, according to the index of 
activity compiled by the National As- 
sociation of Real Estate Boards. ‘The 
index, which is the only quantitative 
measure of real estate activity «hat 
has been made, is based on the official 
figures of the total number of trans- 
fers and conveyynces in 41 typical 
cities of the United States. 

The index for October did not de- 
viate from that for the moath pre- 
vious, remaining on the same level 
with September’s market at 167 points. 
This number, based on the average 
real estate market activity of these 
41 cities for the month of October, 
between 1916 and 1924, means that 
the real estate market reached a point 
of activity 67 per cent above that 
average during the month of Octo- 


r. 

The present calculations, the asso- 
ciation points out in making an in- 
terpretation of the index figures, are 
adjusted to eliminate seasonal fluc- 
tuations, but are not adjusted to elim- 
inate the influence of the long-time 
trend. Since the normal increase in 
population should bring a measurable, 
constant, month by month increase in 
the volume of real estate transiers,

The state parole board of New 
York has decided to deny paroles 
to all prisoners of the state who car- 
ried pistols at the times of the com- 
missions of their crimes. The board 


holds—and it is correct—that every | 


criminal who carries a gun to his 
work, or who loiters in the haunts 
of the underworld with a gun on his 
person, is’ a potential murderer. 

_ Pistols are made for no other 
purpose than to shoot people—not 
rabbits or deer or doves—and there- 
fore any burglar or hold-up man 
who has a gun concealed—and all 
of them are thus equipped—has it 
for the one and only purpose to kill 
if necessary in the act of commit- 
ting crime. They deserve no pity, 
and the New York parole board has 
done -what the prison officials of 
Georgia should do—deny paroles to 
those criminals who provided them- 
selves with the usual instruments of 


| murder, whether fired or not, before 


committing the violation for which 
convictions and penitentiary sen- 
tences followed. 3 

The New York Tribune-Herald, 
discussing the action of the parole 
board in that state, says: 


“Nearly all of the bandits by whom 
this city has been overrun for the last 
seven and one-half years are ‘gun- 
toters’ and a great many vf them have 
not hesitated to shoot their victims 
down if the latter showed fight. To 
ceive such men any time off théir sen- 


tences for what passes in a peni- 
tentiary for good behavior is crim- 
inal coddling of the most mischievous 
sort.

Enforcement or Obedience? 


In recent months there have been 
published the results of quite a num- 
ber of so-called surveys of the na- 


tion, made for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the effect of the eighteenth 
amendment, and its accompanying 
legislation. Most of these examina- 
tions have been made by partisans 
for or against the prohibition laws.‘ 
But two of these reports seem to 
have been made with a sincere de- 
sire to discover the actual conditions. 
One of these was made by a com- 
mittee for the Federal Council ef 
Churches of America, -and the other 
by an organization known as_ the 
Moderation league. Neither of these: 
reports claims to have been either 
complete or infallible. That some 
mistakes have been made as to the 
actual facts, and many more in the 
inferences from the facts, was in- 
evitable. Nevertheless the net result 
is deeply disappointing to those who 
have at heart the moral welfare of 
our nation. 


For Better or Worse? 


Without attempting to determine 
the accuracy of any particular state- 
ment in these reports, we may accept 
as true in general the picture which 
they give of widespread violations of 
the law, and the increasing amount 
of drinking, . especially among the 
young people of our land. Even

has appealed for a federal law tak- 
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worse in some respects than the re- 
port of the debauching effects of 
liquor throughout our entire nation, 
is the contempt which has been bred 
for our. governments, national, state, 
and municipal, and the laws which 
they have enacted. Thus far, I think 
all of us, friends’ and enemies of pro- 
Differenees will 
arise when we come to raise the 
question of responsibility for this 
condition. Then the widest differ- 
ences will be revealed when we raise 
the question as to the remedy. On 
the one hand there seems to be a 
growing demand for modification of 
the Volstead act. This is made on 
the ground that its provisions ‘are too 
drastic, and often, either by direct 
statement or inference, this act is 
held responsible for both the lawless- 
ness and the increasing drunkenness 
among our people. In opposition to 


‘this the friends of the present law de- 


mand a more rigorous enforcement by 
government, and place the _ entire 
blame upon the inefficiency ‘of the 
courts and officials. To my mind, 
the situation is so serious and so dif- 
ficult that nothing but the calmest 
reasoning, free from any partisan 
spirit, can be of value. 

When we remember that during the 
same period, since the enactment of 
the eighteenth amendment, there has 
been an alarming increase of law- 
lessness of every kind, and a wide- 
spread impression (whether true or 
not) of increased immorality, espe- 
cially among the younger people, it 
would take a curious kind of reason- 
ing to prove that the Volstead act, 
instead of decreasing, had increa 
the use of intoxicating liquors. It 
would seem fairer to say, that coin- 
cident with the enactment of this 
law, and growing out of some other 
cause or causes, there has come a 
lowering of the moral tone of the 
nation. The only fair judgment 
which could be rendered against this 
act, would be that :: had failed to 
prevent this deterioration, or to ac- 
eomplish all that its friends claimed 


for it. 
A Diagnosis.. 

It seems to me that the present 
failure of the law is not primarily 
due to the failure of the courts and 
the police. _ While there has been 
revealed a widespread inefficiency, 
and often criminal collusion between 
officers and lawbreakers, all the evi- 
dence seems to point to the truth, 


that so prevalent is the hostility of 
our citizens to the law itself, that 
the most honest and rigorous meas- 
sures by the government would prove 
a failure. 

Usually in the enforcement of the 
criminal code, your government has 
to deal with a very small minority 
of the people known as “the lawless 
element.” Eyen then the law can 
only be partially enforced. We must 
face the truth, no matter how dis- 
agreeable it is, that in the case of 
the enforcement of the prohibition 
laws, the government has in league 
against it, not the so-called “criminal 
classes” alone, but a tremendous mi- 
nority, if not a majority, of our so- 
called “best citizens.” We cannot 
even count on all of those who did 
vote, or who will vote again, in fa- 
vor of the enactment of this law, 
to support its enforcement, or to per- 
sonally obey its mandate. Disobedi- 
ence to this law is widespread among 
the chureh people of the nation. The 
evidence seems to be that our wom- 
en, Who in the past have been the 
staunchest supporters of all temper- 
ance measures, are as lawless as the 
men. We must face the fact too, 
that in years gone by, we could count 
usually upon parents being leagued 
on the side of temperance for the 
protection of their children. To a 
very large extent today that is not 
true. The increased drinking by the 
women has destroyed the defence once 
furnished by the home against intem- 
perance, and made the home, in many 
instances, the rendezvous for drinking 
parties. Here, to my mind, is a 
situation which can never be deait 
with by the force of police authority, 
no matter how strong or effitient this 
arm of the government is made. 

Modifying the Law. 

If I am right in the picture of the 
situation «which I have sketched, 
what effect would the modification 
of the Volstead law have—for in- 
stance allowing the sale of light wines 
and beer? Does anyone seriously be- 
liéve that the people who flagrantly 
violate the present law, treating with 
contempt the constitution and laugh- 
ing at the very ideal of loyalty to 
the government, would change their 
attitude, and meekly obey an amend- 
ed prohibition act? Would weaken- 
ed wine and “kickless”’ beer revolu- 
tionize the tastes and habits of our 
people, and turn criminals into law- 
abiding citizens? It seems to be per- 
fectly clear that the licensing, by any 
method, of people to sell alcoholic 
beverages in any form, would simply 
be to open the door wide, and make 
it even more difficult for even a par- 
tial enforcement of restrictive law. 
Under the old license system it was 
proven beyond controversy. that 
liquor dealers, with a very few shining 
exceptions; were as a class hopeless- 
ly lawless. Why should we hope 
for any change, should we return to 
even a modified license system? 

I, for one, hold no brief for the 
particular provisions of the Volstead 
law. id believe a discussion of its 
modification is perfectly legitimate, 
and should be carred on with reason- 
able. good temper. But it seems to 
me that we are face to face with a 
situation far deeper, and more vital, 
than the provisions of any one law. 
Democracy, itself, is at stake. The 
issue is not whether the government. 
can or will, with its strong police 
arm, force its citizens to obey a given 
law. ‘The question is whether the citi- 
zens of ths democracy, having by con- 
stitutional procedure written a law 
upon its statute books, are willing 
now, either to obey their own law, 
or by legal methods, to change that 
law? The prohibition law cannot be 
enforced, but it can be obeyed. Here 
is the supreme ehallenge to a self- 
governing people.

Right now the klaa is deter- 
mining the election of republican gov- 
ernors, senators and minor officials in 
northern republican’ states, rather 
more generally than it is functioning 
in politics in the south. The main 
body of klan energy has moved north. 
Why does no one call on the repub- 
lican party to “eject the Ku Klux 
Klan and all its works?” That ques- 
tion is historically interesting, at least. 
Was it luck, better management, more 
skillful diplomacy .by republican lead- 
ers, or what, that made the klan a 
fatal incubus to the democrats, and 
mot the republicans? 


The question is answered partially, 
thongh not wholly, in the remainder 
of “The World's” editorial. 


“Fhe World” continues: 

“The northern democracy in the 
past and today is built upon the suf- 
frages of the newcomers in America. 
It has had and has the support and 
the leadership of great numbers of 
northerners of the old American stock.

Aside from that, and deeper than 
that, it is useful to recall that Thomas 
Jefferson, as much as 141 years ago, 
pictured the antagonism between coun- 
try and city as something funda- 
mental, something applicable to all 
countries and the cities that go with 
them. To recall that helps us to 
ype that _ — emotion in 

merica is not merely a tem 
distaste for New York; and hele tt 
also to wnderstand. the deeper causes 


of the present cleavage in the demo- 


cratic party. 

The ordinary voter in the rest of 
the country, the ordinary delegate to 
party conventions, and even the ordi- 
hary congressman,‘has a feeling of 
vague suspicion, of hostility to New 
York. Sometimes it is not sufficiently 
crystallized for the individual himself 
to be aware of it. But it influences 
his actions, nevertheless, especially in 
politics. Frequentiy the possessor of 
this prejudice is not able to put it in 
words nor put his finger on the rea- 
son for it; but the fact that this 
hostility is undefined makes it all 
the more powerful. To put it com- 
pactly, the rest of the country has a 
hate, a “strafe” against New York. 
If the rest of the country could trade 
off New York for a few square miles 


The antagonism between city and 
farm, between New York and nd rest 
of the country, is more than merely 
political, although the political aspect 
of it is emphasized by the present situ- 
ation in the democratic party. ‘The 
antagonism runs through nearly every 
aspect of life. The religious contro- 
versy between fwadamentalism and 
modernism was largely a contest be- 
tween country and city. The states 
where fundamentalist laws have either 
got on the statute books or have made 
most progress are chiefly states with 
a large rural population. 


The antagonism between city and 
country has an economic aspect. The 
farms insist that in the present prose 
perity of the country the cities have 
more than their share. The farmers 
read President Coolidge’s figures about 
the amount of new building being in 
excess of any previous year; they read: 
about the number of new houses 
erected, the number of houses equip- 
ped with plumbing, bathtubs and mod- 
ern conveniences. They read of that, 
and then they suggest that a careful 
census be made to tell just how many 
of the new dwellings erected this year 
were in cities or the suburbs of cities, 
and how many were on farms. With- 
out waiting for the answer the farm- 
ers claim that a new farmhouse, er 
even fresh paint on the old farmhouse, 
1S a rarity; whereas, fa the cities every 
kind of skilled labor is able to move 
into a new and improved dwelling. 
Vagifely, but with a force that pro- 
voles strong feeling, the rural parts 
of the country feel that the city man- 
ages to get the cream of prosperity. 
To the farmer thig feeling is the more 
acute because, rightly or wrongly, he 
sticks to the idea that he alone is the 
true producer of new wealth, that all 
the city does is t6 profit by some kind 
of mysterious juggling with the new 
wealth the farmer produces. 


Prohibition is quite largely a con- 
troversy between country and city. 
The Anti-Saloon league is distinctly 
an institution of the farms and vil- 
lages. The villages, the rural town- 
ships and the states having a prevail- 
ingly rural population and few cities 
were dry as the result of local action 
long before national prohibition came. 
Indeed, their chief motive for insist- 
ing on the extension of prohibition to 
the nation as a whole lay in the fact 
that the cities would not respect the 
seutiment of the rural cownties: The 
prevailingly rural states found their 
efforts to be “dry” were defeated by 
liquor coming in from cities distant or 
near by. i For more than a generation 
the prohibition and temperance lead- 
ers were able to win in the country 
districts aad felt the cities were their 
enemies. Since national prohibition 
came they have continued to feel that 
the cities are the point of origin of 
most of the bootleg liquor,-the place 
of business of most of the bootleggers, 
the source of anti-prohibition propa- 
ganda. ° 


The antagonism’ between city and 
cowatry was stimulated’ by. the fight 
on the immigration restriction Jaw.

To Musical Genius, 
Woman Declares 


Chicago, November 28.—(/)—If vou 


;@njoy jazZ music you are a potential 


musician. 

But you need not wear long hair 
or indulge in emotional displays of 
temperament to be a musical genius. 
These nre conclusions of Miss Ada 
Jeanette Davis in a social psyeho- 
logical study of musicians for the 
University, of Chicago. . 

Enjoyment of jazz is evidence of 
“one of the essential capacities for 
musical appreciation and expe.st tmu- 
sicianship—rhythm,” she says. “It is 
altogether likely that proper exam- 
ination and encouragement would re- 
veal many other musical talents in 
human beings.” 

Her findings show “when one at- 
tributes emotional display or lack of 
self control to the artistic tempera- 
ment this is a misapplication of the 
concept. Just how musicians react 
to a situation is not to be chareed 
to musical temperament apart from 
consideration of other temperamental 
characteristics, and the cultural in- 
teractions.” N

Uncle Sam must “cough up’’ mil 
lions of dollars to the corporations 
it seems. Almost every corporation is 
entitled to a refund ‘on exeess profits 
tax. This fact became known here 
today following a decision of the 
board of tax appeals at Washiggton 
—a “momentous decision,” according 
to business experts. The decision is 
regarded of more general interest and 
significance than any decision yet ren- 
dered by the board, it is claimed. 

The income tax unit has contin- 
uously required corporations to de- 
duct from their invested capital for 
tax purposes the current year tax 
liability. The board has held, as 
pointed out by Frauk Hempstead, 
business councillor and income _ tax 
expert, of Atlanta, that this regula- 
tion is without statutory warrant and 
is invalid. 

This opinion, a number of business 
men here show, has been shared for 
a number of years by the leading in- 
come tax experts of the country and 
finally has been upheld in this de- 
cision. The meaning of this decision, 
according to Mr. Hempstead, is that 
practically every corporation in the 
United States is entitled to a refund 
of taxes paid for prior years, provided 
they assert their rights in the proper 
manner.

cavation ‘of the remains of ancient 
Armageddon and the baring of the 
secrets buried for thousands of years 
in this “battleground of the ages.” 


Armageddon, as every student of 
Biblical history knows, is a mountain- 
It lies 
just across the vast plain of Esdraelon, 


about ten miles from the holy city of 
Nazareth, 


On this spot, according to the Scrip- 
tures, the last of the world’s great wars 
will be decided—the war that will 
really end all wars and bring an ever- 
lasting peace. This was the scene of 
the first battle of which history has a 
detailed record and from that far dis- 
tant day the ground of Aramgeddon 
has been drenched-with -the blood of 
one great conflict after another. 


_ As the Old Testament tells us, the 
Israelites and their enemies fought at 
Armageddon more than once. It was 
through this region, during the recent 
World War, that Lord Allenby led ‘his 
English cavalry to their memorable 
victory on the plain of Esdraeton. 


Probably no other part of the world 
holds more memories of kings and em- 
_ perors, of caravans and armies, and 
the archaeologists feel sure that al- 
most- anywhere their spades dig—into 
the soil of Armageddon they will un- 
cover relics that will help write impor- 
tant new chapters in the story of past 
ages. 


The head of the expedition which 
Mr. Rockefeller has so generously fit- 


, ted out is Dr, C. S. Fisher, formerly 


cf the University of Pennsylvania. Dr. 
Fisher is the man responsible for the 
tecent uncovering of the six cities of 
Bethshan, buried one’ on top of the 
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other and together making the oldest 
of known inhabitated cities. 

Bethshan is at the far corner of the 
_ plain on whose western edge stood the 


Phones ever undertaken is fortress city of Megiddo, from which 
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through his temples. There King Aha- 
ziah fled with his death wounds and 
there also King Josiah went to die in 
disguise after taking part in the fatal 
quarrel between Assyria’ and Egypt.

It guarded the pass 
between the plains of Sharon and Es- 
draelon and consequently was of the 
greatest strategic importance. 


ERE Thothmes II, of Egypt, gain- 
ed possession of what ancient 
records describe as “magnificent 
spoils.”” A little later another Pha- 
raoh, Thothmes III, met the King of 
Kadesh at Armageddon and defeated 
him in the first battle of which history 
can give an accurate and detailed ac- 
count. 


As we are told in the Old Testament 
ii was at Armageddon that Barak, with 
the help of the prophetess Deborah 
and the stars, vanquished Sisera, who 
was later killed by Jael’s driving a nail 


be thrown on all these and many other 
memorable events of Old Testament 
history as a result of the extensive ex- 
cavations that are about to be begun 
in and around Armageddon. 


The expedition financed hy Mr. 
Rockefeller has pitched its camp at the 
foot of the Armageddon mound, which 
‘is a continuation of the ridge of Mount 
Carmel in central Palestine. 

Already a house combining office 
facilities and living quarters has been 
erected. It is in two sections. The 
first section consists of five rooms and 
a vault in which are to be stored the 
most valuable archaeological discov- 
eries. The second section contains a 
dermitory of nine rooms.

YENHE actual work of excavating will 

not be begun until the early 
spring. The winter months will be de- 
voted to completing the living quar- 
ters, establishing a water supply and 
guage railway. 
Before a spade is put into the soil an 
intensive survey of the whole region 
will be made and -carefully detailed 


maps drawn for the guidance 6f the 


excavators. 


The greatest part of the actual dig- 
ging will be done during the summer 
months, this being the time when best 
effort can be secured from: the native 
laborers on whom the expedition 
must so largely rely. But Dr. Fisher 


and his fellow archaeologists will be~ 


on the job continuously. 


“We expeci to be able to keep at it 
the year round,’’ said Dr. Fisher just 
before he left New York a few weeks 
ago. “The climate at Armageddon is 
dry and healthfut and we shal! not 
have to contend with any of the bad 
weather conditions which hamper 
similar work in other localities. 

“But even with the steadiest kind 
of effort we cannot hope to complete 
the vast undertaking we have already 


mapped out in less than five years.” 


The money for this period has been 
assured by Mr. Rockefeller and it is 
expected the total he will have to pay 
will be the largest ever spent on any 
one piece of archaeological research, 

But archaeologists regard the prom-

vation will cost. Even a short distance 


below the surface Dr. Fisher believes 
the soil will be found rich in relics of 
the time of fhe Crusaders. 


At the lowest depths to which there 

will be any use in digging it is.confi- 
dently expected there will. be found 
precious evidences of the life of more 
than 5,000 years ago. 
- Armageddon is older than history. 
Nobody knows just how many towns 
called by. that name will be found 
buried one on top of the other as in 
the case of Bethshan. The name is 
the Greek translation of the word 
Meggido, which means ‘“‘battle of the 
mountain.”’ 


Megiddo is fasenientiy mentioned in 


- the Bible in connection with the wars 


waged by the children of Israel and 
other enemies. In the twelfth chapter 
of the Book of Joshua the King of 
Megiddo is listed among the monarchs 
whom the Israelites ‘‘smote’”’ and 


_ whose land they seized. 


In the fifth chapter of the Book of 
Judges we read the’song of Deborah 
and Barak, celebrating the discomfit- 
ure of their enemies;

This is particularly slow 
and tedious work and can- 
not to be hurried if satis- 
tory results are to be obtain- 
ed.

Dr. Fisher is enthusiastic 
in his belief that Armageddon 
will yield more important 
new facts than archaeologists 
have ever before unearthed 
in one spot.

Amarna letters is that in-one of them 
the king of Babylon mentions that he

day by day and whose advice constant- 
ly becomes more valuable to his client, 
because the power to discern the truth 
increases with the honest search for it. 


Not only in the courtroom, but in 


the consultation chamber also the law- 
year sometimes yields to the tempta- 


tion to turn his talents to a sordid use. 


The schemes of spoliation that defy the 
officers of the law are, for the most 
part, inaugurated and directed by legal 
minds. I was speaking on this very 
subject in one of the great cities of the 
country and at the closé. of the ad- 
dress, a prominent judge commended 
my criticism and declared that most of 


the lawyers practicing. in_ his court 


were constantly selling their Souls. ” 


The lawyer’s position is scarcely 


less responsible than the position of 
the journalist; if.the journalists and 
lawyers of the country could be 
brought to abstain from the practices 
by which the general public is’ over- 
reached, it would be an easy matter to 
secure the remedial legislation neces- 
sary to protect the producing masses 
from the constant spoliation to which 
they are now subjected by the privi- 
leged classes. 


All Equally Guilty. 
If a man who is planning ‘a train 


robbery takes another along to hold a 
horse at a convenient distance, we say 


that the man who holds the horse is 


equally guilty with the man who robs 
the train; and the timeewill come when 
public opinion will hold as equally 
guilty with the plunderers of society 
the lawyers and journalists who assist 
the plunderers to escape. 


I would not be forgiven if | failed 
to apply my theme to the work of the 
instructor. The purpose of education 
is not merely to develop the mind; it 
is ta prepare men and women for so- 
ciety’s work and for citizenship.

Usu- 
ally the body is capable of ‘keeping 
these germs in check. “But suppose

ered by too much work, or too much 
play, or some other infection, or by

"sudden chilling, as in the case of get: 


ting one’s feet wet in cold weather, or 
by sitting m a draft. What happens 
then? The germs begin to inerease in 
number and by their activities produce 
the inflammation recognized by all 
of us, as a cold.” 


* Now that is all very pretty as al- 
manac or radio hokum, but there is 
no scientific ground for such a theory. 
The pneumocci, staphylococci and 
streptococci often found in the throat 
of apparently well persons are not 
known to produce any such inflamma- 
tion. If “the average healthy indi- 
vidual” harbors some chronic nasal 
abnormality, as do many individuals 
who purport to have fair health, it is 
not so unreasonable to assume that 
his pneumonococci, strepococci or sta- 
phylococci may be virulent and that 
they may even be capable of re-infect- 
ing the individual himself to -produce 
an acute inflammation. 


In still another essential underlying 
point does this radio health talk (issu- 
ed by a big commercial organization) 
err, namely, in taking it for granted 
or asking the radio listener to take-it 
for granted that drafts, wet feet, in- 
sufficient clothing or sudden chilling 
“lowers the resistance.” There is no 
scientific evidence to support that the- 
ory. In fact, that theory was seized 
upon rather hurriedly and without re- 
flectioi by the old fogy doctors who 
formerly imagined that dfafts, wet 
feet, etc., were the cause of certain 
respiratory diseases vaguely called 
“colds,” «nd only ‘after science had 
discovered the specific bacterial cause 
of certain of those diseases did the 
old-timers scramble out of a ridiculous 
‘position by hitting upon this theory 
that the drafts, wet feet or sudden 
chilling “lowers resistance.”’ It is 
plausible to the untutored lay mind, as 
plausible as-was the old quack sugges- 
tion of ‘‘impure blood.” 


HE doctors and health authorities 


of the country are not incog- 
nizant of what I teach here. They 
promptly notice any error or inac- 
curacy and endeavor in one way or 
another to set me or the reading public 
or the editors right. So when I assert 
unequivocally that there is no scien- 
tific evidence to warrant the assump- 
tion that drafts, wet feet, insufficient 
clothing or sudden chilling or sudden 
changes such as all of us are neces- 
sarily exposed to if we are fairly alive, 
in any way ‘“‘lower resistance”’ or in- 
creases one’s susceptibility to the in- 
fectious diseases which: uninformed 
people call ‘‘colds,’’ when I challenge 
anybody to produce such evidence, be 
sure the doctors and health authorities 
who still cherish that unwholesome 
theory would not remain sitent if they 
had any evidence to sustain their posi- 
tion. 


Even if the old fogies were right 
and I wrong about the cause of such 
respiratory diseases, I submit that it 
would still be absurd to advise people 
of ordinary intelligence to “Get lots 
of fresh air, night time as well as 
during the day, stay out of drafts, 
avoid sudden chilling, and don’t get 
your feet wet.” It would be simpler 
and quite as effectiye to say ‘“‘Don’t 
be alive.” . | 

Any young person whose mind is 
not hopelessly set about this should 
rest assured that no such ‘‘exposure” 
to cold, change of weather or clothing 
or air temperature, wet feet, damp- 
ness, draft or insufficient clothing can 
do any harm if it is not severe enough 
to produce frostbite. And any person 
with a modicum of brains should com- 
prehend that one’s own comfort is the 
best guide about avoiding such ‘“‘ex- 
posure” and that such specific advice 
as I have just quoted is a plain insult 
to the listener’s intelligenge—it im- 
slies that the addle-pated doctor or 


health authority offering the advice 
assumes his listener doesn’t know 
enough to come in out of the rain. 
Well? 
You say that “every girl comes 
. . . equipped with efficient corset, in 
the form of . . bands of muscle, 


and this natural support will keep her’ 


figure Slender . . . if she is given a 
fair physical education.” Well, I 
“took gymnasium” in high school and 


college, but it never corrected my ro- — 


tund abdomen and visceroptosis .

2: By-Products From Georgia Fruits = :: 


First experiments. were carried on 
Shortly afterward in California, to 
which point Dr, Lewis removed. Using 
watermelons grown in the Imperial 
valley he was successful in extracting 
their sugar and converting it into a 
delicious table syrup. Later experi- 
ments were conducted with melons 
grown in the famous Rocky Ford dis- 
trict of Colorado, but these were not 
so productive. No effort was made 
at that time, Dr. Lewis said, to experi- 
ment with Georgia melons, due to the 
fact that the distance for shipment 
was so great that the chances of his 
receiving even one melon were very 
small. Recently, however, Dr. Lewis 
returned to this city, where his experi- 
ments. have continued, and he_ has 
found, he said, that the Georgia melon 
lends itself readily to his work. 


: Watermelon Syrup. 

NAMPLES of watermelon syrup 
proved all that Dr. Lewis had 

claimed for it. No cane sugar is 


sweeter or has a finer flavor. It has 
the consistency of maple syrup and is 
about the Same color. Dr. Lewis said 
it was very easy to manufacture and 
the cost trifling. | Pots 

Many fruits have been experiment- 
ed with by Dr. Lewis, and the results 


of his work have been followed with 


interest, not only by producers who 


are trying to find an additional market 
for their crops, but also by officials at 
the state capitol. His products have 
been examined there and found to be 
exceptionally fine. 


Dr. Lewis now is trying to find 
some use to which the Georgia per- 
simmon may be put. He had an im- 


mense persimmon in his laboratory a 
few weeks ago, and was trying to 
break it down so that its pulp could 
be examined and tested for sugar con- 
tent, and other peculiarities. Dr. 
Lewis does not believe he will be able 
to produce anything of a commercial 
value from the persimmon as it now 
grows, for it is so full of seeds that 
utilization of its pulp would be almost 
impossible. So little is contained in 
each persimmon that a very great 
many would be necessary before a 
workable quantity of pulp could be 
obtained. ; 


The Persimmon as a Money-Maker. 
ERSIMMONS are so soft that it is 
practically impossible to ship 

them. Boxed well and carefully pack- 


ed otherwise persimmons still will not 
stand the wear of travel.

Dr. Lewis is scascely an expert on 
the propagation and cross-breeding of 
plants, but he nevertheless has given 
considerable study to this phase of this 
work. Witile he was a resident of Cal- 
ifornia, he said, he took a persimmon 


to Luther Burbank, the plant wizard, . 


with a request that this famous experi- 
menter attempt to do something with 
it. No results have as yet come from 
this visit, he said. 

In addition to watermelon syrup Dr. 
Lewis also has succeeded in ferment- 
ing: the crushed watermelon meat and 
turning it to a high quality of vinegar. 
Very fine wine might be made from it, 
Dr. Lewis said, if the laws of the state 
and United States did not prohibit such 
manufacture. 

Dr. Lewis is delving into grape cul- 
tivation in Georgia and other southern 
states, hoping to find better uses to 
which muscadines, scuppernongs and 
other such grapes may be put than 
those which now are known. 

Within a few years, Dr. Lewis said, 
he hopes to have made sufficient prog- 
ress to attempt the commercial man- 
ufacture of various by-products, chief 
of which, he said, probably will be 
syrups and vinegars.

Nature makes fire in ways besides 
the striking of lightning.

stalks growing close together rub 
against one another*as the wind blows 
and produce a flame. Some early 
tribes may have gained fire from that 
source. 


Voleanoes have been active for long 


ages. It is likely that in some spots 
men discovered fire where dry grass 
or wood had been set ablaze by hot 
ashes falling from voleanoes. 


The use of fire made a mighty dif- 
feremce to Stone Age people. They 
could tise it to warm up their damp 
caves. Bonfires were usually built at 
or near the cave entrance, because 
they made the cave too smoky when 
built inside. In time, men learned to 


- cook the meat which was brought to 


their caves from hunts. We are, of 
course, in doubt as to how the idea of 
cooking came to the human mind. Per- 


“haps it arose from someone tasting 
“the flesh of a bear or deer which had 


been killed by a forest fire but not 
burned too much. At any rate; we

At one spot in France, ‘a 
place has been found where..Stone 
Age hunters were in the custom of 
feasting year after year at an open- 
air camp.

fleas of the teacher, therefore, are of 
the first mmportance. The pupil is apt 
to be as: much influenced by what his 
teacher is as by what the teacher says 
or does. The measure of a school can 
not be gathered from an inspection of 
the examination papers; the concep- 
tion of life which the graduate carries 
away must be counted in estimating 
the benefits conferred. The pecuniary 
rewards of the teacher are usually 
@nalil when compared with the rewards 
of business. This may be due in part 
to our failure to properly appreciat# 
the work which the teacher does, but 
it may be partially accounted fer by 
the fact that the teacher derives from 
his work a satisfaction greater than 
that obtaimed from most other employ- 
ments, 


The teacher comes inte contact with 
the life of the student and, as our 
greatest joy is derived from the con- 
aciousness of having benefited others, 
the teacher rightly counts as a part of 
his compensation the continuing pleas- 
ure to be found in the knowledge that 
he is projecting his influenee through 

winre generations. The heart plays 

large a part as the head in the 
teacher’s work, because the heart is an 
important factor in every life and in 
the shaping of the destiny of the race. 
I fear the plutocracy of wealth; I re- 
epect the aristocracy of learning : but 
3 thank God for the democracy of the 


heart. 
Meet On Heart Level. 

It is upon the heart level that we 
meet ; it is by the characteristics of the 
heart that we best knew and best re- 
member each other. Astronomers tell 
us the distance of each star from the 
earth, but no mathematician can ¢al- 
eulate the influence which a noble 
teacher may exert upon posterity. And 

, even the teacher may fall from 

s high estate, and, forgetting his im- 
measurable responsibility, yield to the 
temptation to estimate his work by its 
pecuniary reward. 

Let me turn fer a moment from the 

fession and occupation to the call- 

. Lam sure I shall not be accused 
of departing from the truth when I say 
that even those who minister to our 
spiritual wants and, as our religious 
leaders, help to fix our standards of 
morality, sometimes prove unfaithful 
to their trust. They are human, and

We need more Elijahs in the pulpit 
today——more men who will dare to up- 
braid an Ahab and defy a Jezebel. It 
is possible, aye, probable, that even 
now, as of old, persecutions would fol- 
low sach boldness of speech, but he 
who econsecrates himself to religion 
must smite evil wherever he. finds it, 
altbeugh in smiting it he may risk his 
salary and his social position. It is 
easy enough to denounce the petty 
thief and the hack-alley gambler; ° it 
is easy cnough te condema the friend- 
less rogue and the penniless wroeng- 
coer, but what about the rich tax- 
dedger, the big lawbrenker, 
ecorrupter of government ”? 
that is warmed by divine fire will be 
gatisfied with nothing less than 
complete performance of duty; it must 
ery aloud and spare not. to the end 
that fhe creed of the Christ may be 
exemplified in the life of the nation. 

With Groups. 

Not only does the soul question pre- 
sent itself to individuals, but it pre- 
sents iteelf to groups of individuals 
as well, 

Let us consider the party. A pollit- 
ieal party can not be better hon its 
kieal; in fact, it is good in proportion 
as its ideal is worthy, and its place 
in history is determined by its ad- 
herence to a high purpose. The party 
is made for its members, not the mem- 
bers for the party; and a party is use- 
ful, therefore, only as it 18 a means 
through which one may protect his 
rights, guard his interests and o- 
mote the public welfare. The ae 
service that a man can render his 
party is to raise its ideals. He base- 
ly betrays his party's hepes and is 
recreant to hig duty to his party as- 
sociates who seeks to barier away a 
noble party purpose for temporary 
advantages or for the spoils of office. 
It would be a reflection upon the in- 
telligence and patriotism of the people 
to assert, or even to assuine, that last- 
ing benefit could be secured for a 
party by the lowering of its stand- 
ards. . He serves his party most lJoyal- 
ly who serves his country most faith- 
fully; it is a fatal error te suppose 
that a party ean be permanently 
benefited by a betrayal of the people's 
interests. 

The Value of the Soul. 

Tn every act of party life and party 
strife we weigh the soul. That the 
people have a right to have what they 
want in government is a fundamental 
privciple in free government.

ruption in government comes from the) 
attempt to substitute the will of a 
minority for the will of the majority. 
Evety important measure that comes 
up for consideration invelves justice 
and injusticee—right and wrong —and 
is, therefore, a question ef conscience. 

As justice is the basis of'a nation’s 
strength and gives. it hope of per- 

petuity, and, as the seeds of decay are 
sown whenever injustice enters -into 
government, patriotism as well as con-' 
actence leads us to analyze every pub- 
lic question, ascertain the moral prin- 
ciple involyed and then cast our in- 
whether it be great or small, 

on the side of justice. 


The patriot must desire the triumph 
of that which is right abeve the tri- 
umph of that which be may think te. 
be right if he is, in fact, mistaken; 
and so the partisan, if he be an in- 
telligent partisan, must be prepared to 
rejoice in his party's defeat if by that 
defeat his country ivy the gainer. One 
can afferd to be in a minority, but he 
can not afferd to be wrong; if he is 
ina minority and right, he will some 
day be in the majority. 


Represents His People. 

The activities of pelitics center 
about the election of candidates to of- 
fice, and the official, under our system, 
represents both the party:to which he 
belongs and the whele bedy of his 
constituency. He has two tempta- 
tions to withstand; first, the tempta- 
tien to substitute his own judgment 
for the judgment of his constitnents, 
and second, the temptation to put his 
pecuniary interests above the interests 
of these for whom he acts. According 
to the aristocratic idea, the repre- 
sentative thinks fer his constituents; 
aceording to the democratic idea, the 
ener’. has no right to defeat 

wishes of those who elect him, if 
“ knows their wishes. 


But a representative is not liable 
to knowingly misrepresent his con- 


stituents unless he has pecuniary in- 
terests adverse to theirs. This is the 
temptation to be resisted—this is the 
sin to be avoided. The officiai who 
uses his position to secure a pecuniary 
advantage over the public is an em- 
bezzler of power—and an embezzler of 
power is as guilty of moral turpitude 
as the embezzler of money. ‘There is 
no better motto for the publie official 


than that given by Selomon: “A good 


Cor-i name is rather to be chosen than greut 


riches, and loving favor rather than 
silver and gold.” There is no better 
rule for the public official to follow 
than this—-te do nothing that he would 
net be willing to have printed in the 
newspaper next day. 


One who exercises authority confer- 
red upen him by the suffrages of hiv 
(cles. eee to be fortified:in his in- 
tegrity by the consciousness of the fact 
that a‘ betrayal of his trust ie hurtfal 
to the party which honors him and un- 
just te the people whom whom be serves, as 
well as injurious to himself. Nothing 
that he can gain, net even the whole 
world, can compensate him for the lens 
that he suffers in the surrender of a4 
high ideal ef public duty. 


Measured By Ideals. 
In conclusion, let me say that the 
nation, as well as the individual, and 


the party, must be measured by ite 
purpose, its ideals and its service. “Let 
him who would be chiefest among you, 
be the servant of all,” was intended 
for nations as well as fer citizens. Our’ 
nation is the greatest in the world and 
the greatest of all time, because it ix 
rendering a larger service than any 
other nation is rendering or has ren- 
dered. 


It is giving the world ideale in edu- 
cation, in social life, in government, 
and in religion, It is the teacher of 
nations; it is the werld'y torch-bearer. 

Hiere the people are more free than 
elsewhere to “try all things and hold 
fast that which is good;” “to know 
the truth’’ and to find freedom in that 
knowledge. No material consilera- 
éious should blind use to our nation’s 
mission, or turn us avide from the ac- 
complishinent of the great work which 
has been reserved for us. hur fields 
bring forth abundantly and the prod- 
ucts of our farms furnish food fet 
many in the old world. Our mills and 
looms supply an increasing export but 
these are not our grentest asset, Gur 
mest fertile soil is to be found in the 
minds and the hearts of our pevople ; 
our most important manufacturing | * 
plants are not our factories, but our 
whools, colleges and churches which 
take in a priceless raw material and 
turn out the most valuable finished 
product that the world has known,’

After deciding that this communication was not a 
list of radio stations, we concluded that it was a puzzle 
of the most delightful kind—a cryptogram. Crypto- 
grams for puzzle purposes are composed by writing out a 


message and then substituting for each letter some other 


letter—any one you choose, provided of course that the 
same letter is used each time the original letter recurs.. 
Thus, if you decided to put M for E, M would be E 
throughout the cryptogram. As an example of a crypto- 
gram, or coded message, you might take the following: 


DO YOU LIKE PUZZLES? 
XM KMP FYJW GPSSFWT? 


You see that the letter O in the text is represented by M 
in the cipher throughout, as U is by P, and E by W. Also 


note that the punctuation is the same in the cipher as in 


"the original. This is one of the rules of cryptography 
puzzling: all punctuation marks must be shown as they, 
are, and all proper names have capital initials. :
